1 . DURING MEETING AT DEPARTMENT MARCH 16, DEPARTMENT'S 
ASSISTANT DIRECTOR FOR PROTECTIVE SECURITY HICKEY AND 
EUR/SOV OFFICERS DISCUSSED PROTECTION SITUATION IN NEW YORK 
WITH SOVEMBASSY SECURITY OFFICER YURCHENKO AND EMBOFF MAL- 
NEV. HICKEY SAID THAT, AFTER 8 DAYS OF SPECIAL SECURITY 
PROTECTION BY DEPARTMENT'S SPECIAL AGENTS SENT TO NEW 
YORK, WE HAD NO RPT NO INDICATION OF THREAT AT THIS TIME 
TO SAFETY OF FOUR SMUN EMPLOYEES NAMED IN SOHO NEWS ARTI- 
CLE. SPECIAL AGENTS HAD IDENTIFIED NO SURVEILLANCE OF 
FOUR EMPLOYEES AND NO INTENT OF HARASSMENT. BASED ON 
DEPARTMENT'S CURRENT EVALUATION OF SITUATION, HICKEY 
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TO NORMAL ROUTINE AND DUTIES. THEREFORE, IF SOVIET EMBASSY 
AGREED. DEPARTMENT WOULD REMOVE SPECIAL PROTECTION. 
HICKEY MADE IT CLEAR, HOWEVER. THAT IF SOVIETS WISHED WE 
WOULD CONTINUE SPECIAL PROTECTION, AND THAT WE FELT IT WAS 

WISE TO PROVIDE THE SPECIAL PROTECTION IN THE SITUATION 
THAT EXISTED IN NEW YORK AT THE TIME. 

2. YURCHENKO SAID THAT HE HAD SPOKEN WITH SOVIET CHARGE 
VORONTSOV AND THAT HE WAS AUTHORIZED TO AGREE TO REMOVAL 
OF SPECIAL PROTECTION FOR FOUR SMUN EMPLOYEES. HE SAID 
SMUN AND SOVIET EMBASSY WERE VERY PLEASED WITH SPECIAL 
PROTECTION AND ASKED THAT THEIR THANKS BE PASSED ON TO 
THOSE INVOLVED. HE SAID DEPARTMENT'S SPECIAL AGENTS HAD 
WORKDED HARD AND WELL AND IOB WAS PROFESSIONALLY DONE. 
YURCHENKO SAID THAT VORONTSOV HAD ASKED HIM TO EXPRESS 
HOPE THAT U.S. AUTHORITIES WOULD CONTINUE TO MAKE 
SPECIAL EFFORT TO PROTECT SOVIET OFFICES AND REPRESENTA- 
TIVES EVEN THOUGH SPECIAL AGENTS REMOVED. WE TOLD HIM 
THAT ALL INVOLVED WERE WELL AWARE OF NEED TO DO SO AND 
THAT WE WOULD CONTINUE TO KEEP IN CLOSE TOUCH WITH THE 
SITUATION. KISSINGER 
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
